HARRISBURG, April 10.—Stocked 


to a greater extent than evsr before 
and none at flood tide because of tor- 
rential spring rains, the streams or 
Pennsylvania should furnish unusu- 
ally good fishing when the trout sea- 
son opens Monday, April 15. 


That was the prediction made here 


by N. R. Buller, commissioner of fish- 
eries, who each spring makes a tour 
| of the trout fishing country just prior 
to the legal season, if heavy rains do 
not mar the early part of the season 
as they did last year, Buller believes 
good flsjiermen should have no diffi- 
culty securing the legal limit. 


Aside from those which survived 


the legal season last year the com- 
mission announced that more than 
1,000.000 legal trout will have been 
placed in the streams before April 15.

794,312 \vere distributed. 


During the present week approximate-

In a masterful address delivered 


before the New Castle Kiwanis club 
at noon today, Dr. J. K. Pollock, who 
is a professor of political science at 
the University of Michigan, at Ann 
Arbor .outlined in a concise but com- 
plete way the weaknesses of our mu- 
nicipal governments. 


Dr. Pollock, a former New Castle 


man, 
stated at the beginning of his 


speech that he would not attempt to 
cover so broad a subject as "Govern- 
ment and Business" in such a limited 
period of time. Instead he pointed 
out the similarity that exists between 
the two. 


His address stung the present form 


of governing municipalities. 
He com- 


pared ours in this country with some 
of those in Germany, whose cities are 
reputed to be governed by the most 
efficient system that is known. 


"Here we elect councilmen. busi- 


ness men perhaps, who know little 
of laying streets or laying sewers, We 
expect them to burden the responsi- 
bilities and take the blame if they 
are wrong, It's not right. 


"We should choose our councilmen, 


yes. bat they should then turn the 
departments over to able and highly 
competent men. An expert engineer 
is needed to lay our streets and to 
locate our sewers. Experts are need- 
ed to fill the various other depart- 
ments too." 


The speaker went on to compare 


big business to the functions of gov- 
ernment. "Too many of our munici- 
palities and other governments en- 


ed for the fewness of children. 


Along with that stubborn worship

there is a similar stubborn adherence 
to old traditions, making it difficult 
for new ideas of hygiene to spread.
